At 11:311 .>es.lcrday morning the .Ions 


bridge No. 1J^ on tho Santa I«V io:ut Just 
In the southern-limits of the town of- 
Monument went down carrying with It 
freight train No. 40. On toe bridge at 
vork was the brljgo "builders' crew under 
charge of James Chllders. and on tho 
train were stvcn men stealing rides. Tliu 
killed are: 
James Chlldcrs. bridge foreman. 
Mrs. Alfred Cooper, wife of the station- 


ery engineer of the bridge gang.

city yesterday soon after It occurred. A 
relief train was gotten ready and start- 
ed for tho scene Immediately, carry!"?

oulck run w«p made to the scene, and 
tbey. were there to help the wounded by 
shortly after 1 o'clock. 
The facts of the accident are as fol- 


lows: Freight train No. 40 composed of 
20 cars was crossing the bridge at 11:30. 
•me engine was one of the heaviest em- 
ployed on the road; In fact, 'one that lias 
seldom been used ii» this way. on ac- 
count of Its weight Tho bridge crew of 
which James Chllders was foreman, h»« 
been at work putting In a new bridge or 
repairing the old one for some days. The 
men were at work when the train pawied 
•nd were scejtered «n through the rig- 
gh.g «nfl an %bout the «Lrutiure. -"rae^e 
wore 12 men in t>>e s*nff which U now a 
pretty badly -de"io.allied >»•"*. 
The 
ti«ln-w«« south-bound and moving slow- 
ly. 
The engine had' gotten over the 


bridge when suddenly the-center gave 
way and the height cars went down. The 
front and real- ends of the tmln were 
pulled down onto the center. It wa» the 
old-portion of. the bridge that sank n» 
the SO feet on the north end that had 
been reconstructed, still stands. 
About 


JS5 feet of the bridge went dowii. that Is. 
11 stringers, 12 feet long. The cars drop- 
ped about CO feet and It is Raid to be the 
worst 
looking 
wreck 
Imnglnable. 
It 


stands 35 feet high at the le»«t calcula- 
tion, and It would hardly seem possible 
to cut up the material and crowd It Into 
such & little *i<npf 
Thr. fnrt that there 


were many empties and flat cars largely 
accounts for this. 


• 
-i'he men were caught and crushed or 


-thrown and bruised and the mystery Is 
-thRt t*ero vis "» soul saved. A party of 
seven tramps, or, rather, worklnMiien. 
had boaided the train to beat a ride 
south. They "got Into the empty freight 
cars at Denver and had ridden all that 
way. They were going to take work nn 
the big ditch on the Arkansas. 
They 


fared badly.' and at least one o* their 
number is killed and under the wreck- 
are. There may bo others. The foreman 
or the bridge gang. Jim Chllders, Is under 
the A-rc^k. How he came to be caught 
could not bo leaiiied, although It was 
nald that he attempted to five Mrs. 
Ccoper and was killed In tho 
attempt. 


Mrs. Cooper was the wife of the engineer 
of tho stationery engine used .In-the re- 
pMr work. She came down to visit with 
her husband and had seated herself near 
the end of the bridge In the shade. She 
was caught by the falling engine and Is 
crushed under Jt. Late last evening she 
nad not~ been taken out.. Her husband 
stcod a short distance away at his en 
Kine. and called to her to run. but she 
did not hear and had not time to escape. 


Engineer Mark Wlckens and his fire 


man, whose name was not secured, felt 
the engine belnp drawn back Into the 
chasm. The fireman Jumped and escaped 
without a scratch. He wont throuch tho 
window of the cab nnd his foot caught 
and hold him a moment, hut tore loose 
jun os the train went down.' He rolled 
down an embankment. Mr. Wickers did 
not jump for some reason, although n« 
had time. He was cauunt under the en- 
jrlne in some way and held while a stream 
of steam poured over him. Ho was liter- 
ally boiled and Inhaled the steam Into 
his stomach and lungs. 


Conductor Glaze was In the caboose 


with Brakcman J. X. Erby, and felt tho. 
crash come. He climbed out tho back 
nnd rolled down-an embankment. 
He 


Kot up and went Jo tho brakeman, who 
.had been seriously hurt, nnd got him out 
'of the car. 
How the other men were caught It Is 


almost Impossible to tell. Tho place Jook- 
cd like a slaughter house. The Jnjorcd 
were scattered In every direction, nnd 
Kioans and shrieks rent the air. 
The 


Kcod 'people of Monument went to the aid 
of the sufferers, headed by Dr. Ballou, 
the local physlclin. The wounded were 
can-led to the shade of a. bridge near by, 


" nnd were given such .attention ni wus 
possible. The doctors from hero when 
they arrived found a big job on hand. 
-Thuy »enl to \>ork and soon had tbo «"'- 
ferers ready for removal to tho hosplt- 
nls. The dead were left at~Monunment 
on an order from the coroner, but the 
wounded of the employes were t«*en to 
the hospital at La Junta. The Injured 
tramps were brought to the county hos- 
pital here! The train-reached the city 
just at 7 o'clock. A sjop was made at 
the hospital to l«t off Cnarles Hlller of

Ccroner Marlow was not Informed of tho 
nfialr, but telephoned to a citizen of Men- 
umcnt and got something of the-truth. 
This in thn fare of a tclenmm received 
a few mlnutcB before from the roadnns- 
ter saying there had been no deaths and 
only a few hurt The coroner girt Fair- 
!<Vs undertaking wanon and- went up 
ana Just before starting the railroad peo- 
ple admitted that there Jiad been seme 
hilling. He had not returned at a late 
hour KM nlcht, ar.d It Is probable that 
he Is waiting until tho rest of thf> bodies 
are brought out. 


There Is always considerable 
foolish 
talk around n place of that kind, but It 
Is said that tho railroad men wore qulto 
Indlpnant. U ls-clalmed that- tho 'ngl- 
necrs have repeatedly given notice of the 
bad condition of the bridge. Slnco work 
was started repairing It a second bridge 
crew has had to be brought Up to attend 
to a second bridge near the ono lhat'wtnt 
down. Whoso fault It Is that such on 
engine as S»2 was swjt over the bridge 
Is not known. Tho coroner's Inquest will 
probably bring: out such facts MS. these. 


Tnere wcio marry curious Incidents. 


Some of those in the wreck said that It 
seemed to them that It wa« hours tcfcre 
they struck after the crash came. Others 
said that It occurred In the twinkling, of 
an eye. In one' of the box cars was a 
tramp with ono leg who used two 
crutches. Ho says that he thought of 
everything- In- the world whllo going 
down. He had only a ll"'e .rut on one 
ear. "'though he had to ciawl out fiom 
the very thlrire«t of thg ,,re<'VA«;e.>--l«s 
crutche« were «'«o n«hed but for him. 
Two bridgremen were seated together on 
the trestle and were thrown backward. 
They fell about' 20 feet »>nd were r.t-in- 
jured. While one wan falling his foot 
caught by the h«el of the boot. The hoot 
w»s drawn from the foot and felt hong- 
Ing In ihe air until the owner went after 
It. If there was a photogiapher at Mon 
ument with entei prise enough to make 
a picture h« o«ght to set a good sale for 
It. It was as curious a wreck as (.no 
could find If he searched for 
It. The 


brldgcmcn advised setting It on fire •>* 
the best means of. getting rid of It. 


The road went light to work to clear 


tho wreck, and at midnight had at Ic 
l.Xi- men at It. In fact, tho few fellows 
loft out of the bridge crew began tho 
work yesterday afternoon. The Santa Fo 
has made arrangements, to use the Rio 
Grande tracks, and will lose no time on 
account -of—Hie dlsastep.- 
It-will take 


some days to get the bridge In.

Marth. both of Olean. went down with 
.the .engine nnd were killed almost In- 
stantly. 
Wrecking 
crews 
from 
Olean 
and 


Rochester were scno to the scene as soon 
as possible and are now engaxed In clear 
Ing the wreckage. 
Engineer Stout was one of the oldest 


and most trustworthy engineers on the 
road.

Chicago, July 17.—Tho 'becond session 


of the'Horr-Harvcy silver debate began 
it 5 o'clock In the Auditorium of the 11- 
liiols club before the BOJHO limited au- 
llcnce. Mr. Horr began by quoting Hul- 
am's "Middle Ages," as authority to 
prove the fallacy of Mr. Harvey's state- 
ment In his book regarding tho degene- 
racy of the world commercially In the 
Nineteenth century, n« a result of tho 
dccrcclatl'on. of sliver. He -cited from 
Prof. James E. Thorold Rogers to refute 
Btttements made by Mr. Harvey from his 
book that the" price of wheat had fallen 
i) that period and that the lot of the. 
telling masses became more miserable 
with the passage from the Eighth to the 
Fifteenth century, as charged 
b>* Mr. 


Harvey. Later, Malthus and Hyndm.in 
we're also quoted In the contradiction of 
the silver champion's Fifteenth century 
statements. He concluded: 


Mr. Harvey and his free silver friends 


Identify prosperity and the progress of 
man with tho lot of feudal nobility of 
Europe and not with that of the tollers. 
Later I shall show that In his treatment 
in the present as in the past. Mr. Harvey 
stands as the exponent of the rich and 
not of the toiler, whose welfare should 
fiist be considered by the legislation of 
the State." 


Mr. Harvey replied that he volunteered 


to explain the preface- to his book because 
gold standard papers all over the coun- 
try nnd his frlen<ls from New York anJ 
elsewhere had declared that It was a 
fcrgery. and ho did not Intend to argye 
with Mr, Hoii that the monetary com- 
mittee from the report of which the quo- 
tation was made did not know what It 
was talking about. He declined to have 
bis mind- diverted from the regular ar- 
gument and logical arrangements of the 
debate. He declared the debate so far 
settled the questions as to what was the 
money of legislation, what was the unit 
of value f-i fixed by -the framers of tbc 
constitution In favor of his book. 
The 


keynote which he wanted to sound was 
that there was no good reason for debas- 
ing one of tho metals when sold nnd sil- 
ver had been honest money for centuries, 
when under free coinage laws and equal 
treatment both had 'equal purchasing 
power In their own right and when pop- 
ulation and the demand on the mono 
.market were K'Owlns: every Inufnt. ' 


Mr. -Hon. to clinch tbls btulnesft. -which 


he declared his opponent had Introduced 
read from Prof. Gunton's "weplth and 


Ojsjess," to show there w&n a rise In- 
stead of a fall In the price of wheat in 
the Fifteenth centut>. and a conespond- 
'ng incrce"o In the early part of the Slx- 
'ccnth century- 'i'he i«-Ices he quoted 
chawed that wheat had been steadily ad- 
vancing Insteady of falling as claimed by 
his opponent. He resented Mr. Harvey's 
•cverc criticism of Judge Vincent In his 
remarks yesterday for deciding ihe ques- 
tion whether the framers of the bill of

of value. He had noticed that when men

Judge Vincent had decided the question 
n_s submitted to him by Individuals, as he 
honestly believed was right and It was 
rlghtT>ut Mr. Harvey had "called him din- 
honest. Mr. Horr- read from n lottor o* 
Mr. Leech, for many years director of 
tho mint, who took precisely the same 
view, that the claim that the- silver dol 
lar was the unit of value was Inconslst 
cnt with the bimetallic system. This de 
clslon was exactly In accordance with 
tho facts. 
-The laws Authorized a eold dollar unit 
nnd a silver dollar unit different from 
p.ich other in Intrinsic value. That was 
the reason the law of 1873 was proposed, 


Mr. Harvey replying declared that Mr 


Hoi i had admitted yesterday that the 
silver dollar was the unit of value am 
tho record showed It: now he attempted 
to twist something back Into the discus- 
sion In which he was to be Uellcvcd as 
saying one thing yesterday and some- 
thing else to-day. Mr. Horr was accus- 
ed of trying to mix things by discussing 
bimetallism and the relation of silver 
and gold which were In the second chap- 
ter of the book. He asserted that neith- 
er Mr. Horr nor Judge Vincent knew an> 
more of bimetallism than a babe. He ac- 
cused his opponent of traveling on side 
tracks and neglecting 
to follow the 


agiccd order of the "discussion. He then 
Introduced a discussion of demonetization 
of silver and the crime of 1S7.1.

The Crime of '73. 


"The conspiracy to demonetize sllvei 


was regarded by those cn»;used In It as a 
base transaction. Just as those who vlsl 
Washington and other capitals to ac 
cotnpllsh by legislation sugar trust or a 
trust on silver,-books or anything else. 


"The conspiracy originated In England 
"When financiers had discovered tha 


the demonetization of silver by Englam 
had no effect on the commercial parity 
of the two metals nt the ratio fixed by 
Fiance, It was therefore current that Ii 
order to break commercial parity nn< 
substantially depreciate sliver, all of the 
great governments would have to be In 
eluded In tho legislation needed.

Sir.. Harvey: You refe.r to tho amounts 


for which th'c Spanish coin of such a 
name Is received In American money and 
the Mexican coin or so much, the British 
coin or so much, meaning to tell the 
American people how much they could 
pass that coin for as expressed In our 
money That Is not necessary In order to 
establish the principle I was stating that 
foreign silver was legal tender In this 
country. Tho point is this: Our mints 
tested these foreign coins and valued the 
silver that was in them. The'alloy of 
much of that coin was different from our 
alloy so it was necessary to assay those 
foreign coins and see how much they 


re worth In our money: this the mints 


did and co'ngress put Into that act how 
much a certain foreign coin was -worth In 
oud money and that Is stated In the stat- 
ute that he accuses me of leaving out 
what wnx unnecessary for me to state In 
establishing that our laws made foreign 
silver legal tender.' (Applause). 


Mt. Horr: When'you left ouf that you 


left out the very-tact which showed that 
a number of forel»n coins were not a le- 
gal tender, because none were made such 
except they came up to a certain stand- 
ard. But away on ahead, you Sp^k of 
1S73. Now up to 1S73 you sMJ that they 
made all of these a legal tender. 
Did 


you think so? Here Is the l«w of 1«S7, 
passed upon the fame eubject when they 
declared that none of them should be le- 


1.tender and requested the mints of th* 


country to melt them up and re-coin them 
all and repealed the very law that he h«« 
Iteen talking about (Applause.) 


Mr. Harvey: Mr. Hon accuses me of 


misrepresentation. 
Now I never have 


attempted yet In dealing with the public 
or any one else to mislead them. And In 
dealing with this financial question I have 
looked at both sides of the question to 
Judee It from its merits. But I will set- 
tle one question of misrepresentations 
that I am charged'right here, because It 
settles several at once and will leave Mr.
